Chicago, August 7 — initiative in 
calling a conference of the governors 
of IS Statea at Chicago, August 16, 
for the purpose of taking concerted 
action to reduce coal prlcea, even to 
the extent of aelslng the mines, was 
taken today by the Illinola SUte 
Council of Defense. 

Governor Lowden has been in com- 
munication among others, with the 
governors of Ohio, Kentucky, In- 
diana, Michigan, Wlaconaln, Iowa and 
Miasonri, and they have agreed to 
loin him hi action to rednea the price 
of coal 

Operators have protested tiat the 
prices arranged at the recent Federal 
conference from $2.76 to $3.76 at the 
mine should not be disturbed. 

Reporting behbid ehiaed doors to 
the SUte oonnell Levy Mayer, Chi- 
cago lawyer and ehalrman of the 
Council committee on law and legis- 
lation, told the council that the gov- 
ernor has the power to seize the coal 
mines and operate them If necessaryi 
unless the operatora agree to equit- 
able prices tor their outpnt Nu- 
merous eltationa ware made aapport- 
ing the constitutionality U the St^te 
UUng over the operation of the 
mines. 

The mine owners have retained 
counsel and have announced that 
radical reductlona of prices will be 
followed by a series of petltloaa to 
court attacking both the iegaUty of 
the aetta and the law ereating the 
council. 

The State to be represented at 
the conference. In addition to those 
mentioned, will be Tennessee, West 
Virginia. Pennsylvania, Minnesota, 
Illinola, Kaasaa, North Oahota, South 
Dakota.

Washington, August 7 — After an 

nth. V (lay's debate of the admtnistra- 
tioiL food control hill the Senate tO' 
day reached a formal agreement i'V 
unanlmouh consent to Anally vote to- 
morrow at four o'clock on the con 
ference report which waa approved 
by the house last week. 

Both advocates and opponents of 
the legislation said tonight there was 
no doubt of the senate's approval of 
the conference report, probably by an 
overwhelming majority. Sending o 
the measure to President Wilson for 
his signature will be delayed until 
Friday because the House adjourned 
today until VYiday and the Baal draft 
must be signed by praatdiflg officers 
of iwth houses. 

Hut few Hpeeehes are expected in 
tlie senate tomorrow before the vote. 
Administration leaders predict that 
there will be less than a doren votes 
Anally regiatered In oppoaitlon. Im 
mediately after Its disposition, it Is 
planned to adopt the conference re- 
port on the first administration fo(id 
bill, providing a food aurvely and ap- 
propriations to stimulflte jiroduction. 
Little opposition is expected. 

Discussion today In criticism of 
many iteaturea of the legialatlon and 
mostly by senatora who expect to vote 
for the conferees' draft, auparently 
resulted in conviction among the op- 
ponents that further discuaaion would 
accomplish nothing. 

The principal speech of tho day waa 
made^by Senator Weds worth who said 
the good things bi the bill oatnnm- 
bered the bad qnea, bnt protested 
elimination of the provision for a 
congressional committee to supervise 
war -expenditures and predicted that 
the ^2 minimum wheat price flxing 
provision might not operalo as ita 
proponents believe. He urted coop- 
eration between the legialatlve and 
admlnlstratlove branebea of tho gov 
emment and a greater degree of pub- 
licity of tho conduct of the war. 

The .\ew York senator denounced 
the delay In the enactment of the first 
food bill aa a breaking of faith by the 
government with the people.

At the end of three years of war the Kaiser teliK liis soldiers: 
"Ah our problems multiply so does our strength iucrease. We an 
inTincible. We shall be victorious." Snoh boasting is a legritimaie 
kn^ans of pumping resolution into wearying soldiers, but the Kaiser i^ 
consciously and wilfully dishonest when he speaks of his "rtghleoUK 
war of defense," when he denies ever having entertained schemes 
of conquest, and declares that tlic war is merely " indefeiise-of a 
free empire in whicli our children may live in weurity." T|k! (ier- 
mans were living in perfect security when in the spring of 1914 their 
eonquest-thirsting war lords deeided that tlie time had eomo to strike 
nnsu^ecting Europe with or without a plausible pretext. As far 
back as 1911 General Bemhardi conwnded >hat Germany must 
achieve "world-denomination or deeiiiie." Peace and seelurity did 
not content the war lords, and after they began to run amuck it be- 
came clear that not only Europe but the United States was in dager. 

Secretary Lansing stated llic manifest and simple trnlii wiien in 
the course of his recent address ut Madison Barracks he said : " iiet 
us understand once for all that this is no war to establish an abstract 
principle of right. It is a wfir in wliieli tlir future of tin- rnile(! 
States is at stake. Every man who crosses the ocean to fight (ui for- 
eign soil against the armies of the German Emperor goes forth to 
fight for his country and for the jirescrviition of those things for 
which our American forefathers were willing to die." 

Aeoording to the director of the I'nited States Bureau of Mim f 
fully 2.') per eent. of this country's (»£)al is wasted through inetticien' 
use. And yet we know thrifty folk whojrift their coal ashes and bun 
all but the dust a second time. 

Tile Kaiser still claims that his fight is for-"liherty and independ- 
ence," but of eoiirse he privately understands this to mean liberty to 
dominate the world.
